It has been his wish for years to de- 
vote his entire time to painting, as he | 
had formerly but limited opportunities | 
for this work. 

In his store, pon the top floor, 
Silva fitted up a@ little studio and paint- 
ed during the noon hour—but never to 
the neglect of his business. In 1906 he 
spent the summer at Ipswich as a pupil 
in the summer art class of Arthur W. 
Dow, art inetructor in Columbia Col- 
lege. 

In 1907 Mr. Silva sold his business 
and went to Paris studying at the Guhen 
Academy in the winter and in summer 
sketching at Picardy, and in Normandy 
with side trips to Spain and one season 
in Venice. He exhibited‘ in the Paris 
Salon in 1908, and last January held 
an exhibition of 73 paintings in the Gor- 
ges Petit galleries in Paris. This was 
au signal success, several sales resulted 
and the artist, glad but modest, set forth 
for a short trip to Spain and Venice. He 
returned to Chattanooga in May and has 
industriously painted about there all 
summer. 

The present exhibitidh is his first im 
portant one in America and consists 
of over 50 numbered works besides a 
number of small color box sketches. All 
are in oils save a few pastel bits which | 
display the same general qualities as 
the larger works. 

The chief characteristics of this art- 
ist’s work are simplicity, breadth of hand- 
ling, truth of drawing, quiet reserve and 
splendid atmospheric qualities that 
charm at once and deepen upon longer 
acquaintance. 

It means much to come to a critical 
art center with only two years of study 
behind one, but the works here shown 
fully.justify the move. The series are 
catalogued under five heads, namely, 
Paris, Spain, Venice, Florence and Amer- 
ica. 

Every picture bears the stamp of close 
study and sympathy and each is finely 
unified. There is a different atmosphere 
in the Italian from the French pic- 
tures. | 

There is a decoratively treated tree | 
‘group at Longpre, France, with soft re- | 
flections in the still waters. The sky | 
ix quiet and a stillness pervades the 
simple scene. One has to think far! 
deeper than the eve sées to obtain ef- 
fects that quiet the heart as does thie | 
picture. Then there is the ‘ ‘Poplars at 
Twilight,” strong and massive against | 
a juminous sky and reflecting their deep | 
tones in the still waters of the fore- | 
ground. This has been chosen as the | 
subject for our filustration with this 
article and it renders a soft, clear copy | 
in black and white a charming possi- | 
bility. | 

Another picture and one of admirable | 
strength the “Poplars in Autumn,” | 
warm and golden, agreeable in tone and 
thoroughly in sympathy with the sea- 
gon in quiet Somme. 

A “Moonlight at Longpre” is another | 
canvas full of that depth of thought and | 
feeling pre sented all too rarely by our | 
painters. “Land Dunes,” “Rainy Day s, | 
“Dawn in Venice.” showing the sun- 
tipped Santa Maria stella salute, “Vene- | 
tian Boat in a Fog,” and numerous other | 
works make an exhibition of more than | 
ordinary interest and that still 
another American has launched forth to 
conquer in the field of art. 

Mr. Silva is thoroughly 
intends to paint American subjects. His | 
work exemplifies the fact that this | 
country already possessed of men 
who are painting for posterity, who fol- 
low not in beaten paths and whose aims | 
are to express truth and beauty as the 
mind reflects and sees it beyond the su- | 
perticial exteriors.

The “Labor” Bill 
Which was Vetoed 
by Governor Draper 


The title of this Bill was “An Act to Constitute Eight 
Hours a Day’s Work for Public Employees,” but the eight-hour 
work day for public employees had already been established 
by law in this State in 1906, and by amendments to the law 
made in 1907. 

The existing law provides that eight hours shall constitute 
a day’s work for all workmen employed by the State, the coun- 
ties,and by such cities and towns as had accepted the eight-hour 
statute; and it also provides that no workman so employed, or 
employed by a contractor on public work, shall be “requested 
or required” to work over cight hours per day, except in cases 
of emergency. The legislatures of 1906 and 1907 clearly pro- 
vided that workmen should not be “requested or required” to 
work more than eight hours. The vetoed Bill provided that 
they “shall not be perntitted” to work more than eight hours, 
even for extra pay, and when they desire to do so. It is well 
understood that workmen receive extra pay for working extra 
time. The promoters of the vetoed Bill desire that workmen 
shall be prohibited earning extra money by working extra time. 


Not Like the Federal Statute 


It is claimed that this vetoed Bill was similar to the United 
tates Eight Hour law, but, as a matter of fact, it was radically 
ad fundamentally different. The United States Law anplies to 
workmen employed “upon any of the public works,” while the 
vetoed Bill applied to workmen employed “for or upon any 
public work.” The words “upon any of the public works” 
apply to work performed in or upon Government buildings, 
navy yards, arsenals, reservations, waterways, the Panama 
Canal, etc., end the limitation of the hours of labor does not 
apply to work performed elsewhere by contractors upon articles 
which are being made for the Government. But the words “for 
or upon any public work” clearly apply to any labor which is 
being performed by workmen employed by contractors who are 
doing any public work, even if the work is being performed at 
the contractor’s plant. The Bill excluded ‘materials and sup- 
plies’ (such as lumber, bricks, cloth, iron, etc., which can be 
purchased in the open market), but as soon as workmen started 
to work on such materials, or to manufacture them into articles 
for the State, counties, etc., they were, by the proposed Bill, 
prohibited over eight hours per day. 


Never Could Pass Congress 


This vetoed Bill is similar to Bills which have been before 
Congress for a number of years, but which have never become 
laws, although the Congressional Bills applied of course only 
to warkmen engaged. op fovernment work. 


Discrimination Against Citi#étised..\Massachusetts 


The vetoed Bill applied only to workmen in this State, and 
thus discriminated against citizens of this State and in favor 
of contractors and workmen in other states. "

In Massachusetts, while all 
the indications favor the reelection of Gov- 
ernor Draper, his party, supporters are being

able division, however, here and there in the Republican ranks. 
Locally, Boston is most deeply concerned in the election of a district 
attorney and in the choice of one of two charter plans to determine 
the future method of governing the city. é‘ 

Like Massachusetts, Rhode Island is normally Republican but 
has at times gone over to the Democracy. As Republicans view it, 
Ht is less dependable than Massachusetts in state elections. The 
contest this year is close enough to be extremely interesting. The 


election in Maryland is made important by the fact that it will mean 


a decision on a proposed amendment to the constitution aiming at 
the disfranchisement of a very large body of its colored residents. 
The issue is partizan in the main, although many Democrats are 
openly opposed to the amendment. Irom all appearances it would 
seem that the change will be adopted. The result, it believed, 
will be due in large part to the apathy of the opponents of the 
measure, who seem to be greatly influenced by the consideration that, 
as in the case of other southern states, conditions will improve gener- 
ally when the question involved is eliminated from politics. 

In Virginia prohibition has entered into the contest for the 
governorship. The Republican candidate, Mr. Kent, is an advocate 
of local option, while the Democratic candidate, Mr. Mann, is a 
pronounced state-wide prohibitionist. The former is personally 
very popular and has the-sympathy of President Taft, who is strong 
in the Old Dominion. It is claimed that the young men of Virginia 
are turning to the Republican party. The vote will be very close. 

Aside from the state elections, the New York city contest is 
commanding the greatest share of public attention, and it is none the 
less interesting because of the utter impossibility of finding in 
advance a basis upon which to make calculations as to the result. 
A powerful fight is being made against Tammany, but Tammany, 
on the other hand, is fighting back desperately for the maintenance 
of its prestige. William Randolph Hearst may be the means of 
electing the Republican-fusion candidate, Mr. Bannard, or, as many 
are inclined to think, he himself may be elected by a safe plurality. 

Altogether the elections of next Tuesday will have great interest 
for the country at large, and especially-so for students of our politica! 
conditions and friends of good government. !

States Steel Corporation issued this week 
showed such a substantia! Improyment over 
the statement for the quarter ended, June 30 
last. There was an-increase in net earnings 
amounting to nearly $9,000,000 and the 
directors felt warranted in increasing the 
dividend on the common stock to a four per cent basis. The feature 
of greatest interest to the trade, however, was that portion of the 
report showing an increase in the unfilled orders on hand September 
30 amounting to 740,000 tons over those of June 30. The improve- 
ment in this direction is largely due-to the booking of many orders 
for steel rails for next year. Railroags which found it necessary to 
curtail maintenance expenses have been rushing in their orders for 
next springs delivery now that their .revenues are so largely 


increased. Gross earnings of railroads in the aggregate are said to 
be breaking all records. The railroads likewise are buying much 
equipment, the New. York Central alone having placed orders the 
past. few days for cars and locomotives involving an expenditure of 
about $25,000,000 tg meet the increased traffic demands. 

Owing to the steadily advahcing prices for manufacturing 
products buying has been on the hand to mouth order. Large 
supplies have not been laid in because the hope has been entertained 
that prices would recede. This practically insures a steady business 
in) these lines, for while there will be the usual slackening in some 
directions with the approach of winter there will be more buying 
for the future and the mills and factofies generally are counting upon 
continued activity for many months to‘come. In fact, next year is 
expected to witness the greatest trade expansion the country ever 
has enjoyed. 

The crop moving season is nearly at an end. Prices for various 
cereals are not likely to change much from present quotations. Based 
on present figures it is estimated that the monetary returns to the 
farmers of the country will be $300,000,000 greater than last year. 
This added wealth means greater pr@perity, not alone for the farmer 
but for all branches of tri ade and commerce.
